To tHe Crrizens or WoLFEBOROUGH :— 


The schools during the past year have exhibited a good de- 
gree of improvement. The teachers employed have generally 
had experience and acknowled success, previous to their employ- 
ment the past year; or, if without experience, have been known 
to us as diligent and faithful scholars. The greatest care should 
be taken that only such teachers should be employed ; and too 
great reliance should not be placed upon the partial recommen- 
dation of friends of the teachers, or certificates from schools they 
attended. ‘The selection of teachers is of the greatest importance 
to the welfare of our schools. andit should be made with due 
caution, and never without a full knowledge of their experience , 
and qualifications. Justice, to the district and teacher, requires 
that the certificate of qualification should be obtained before final 
arrangements are made for the opening of the term. The schol- 
ars have generally manifested a desire for improvement, and an . 
interest in study. Where this has not been the case, the cause 
may be assigned mainly to previous irregularity of attendance, 
and want of proper home influence. The greatest evils and most 
serious hindrances to the success of our schools are irregularity - 
in attendance, and a failure on the part of parents to realize the 
necessity of their hearty co-operation with teachers. As a re- 
form in the latter would remedy the former, it is earnestly hoped - 
that parents will sacrifice a little time, prejudice, and self will,- 
frequently visit our schools, and lena their influence to create 
that perfect harmony which ought to exist between parents, 
teachers and scholars. 

The heaviest calamities from which any community suffer may 
be traced to aneglect or misdirected education. La proportion 
as schools are fostered, and iucrease in usefulness, the intetli- 
gence, comfort, and happiness of the people are advanced, and 
disorders lawlessness, intemperance, crime, and the cost of courts ' 
lessened. 
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District No, 1.—The summer, fall and winter terms were 
taught by Miss C. Florence Hayes of Newmarket, N. H. Miss 
Hayes brings to her aid, experience, tact, and method, and the 
scholars made good improvement. 


Report from dist. No. 2 by J. H. Warren, Chairman of Board 
of Kducation. 


To the school committee of the town of Wolfeboro’ for the year 
1885-1886 : 

The scholars in this district have made good advancement in 
their studies, and the results of the earnest efforts of the teach- 
ers to maintain the good standing of the schools ave been satis- 
factory. | 

The Primary Department has been under the instruction of 
Miss Annie I. Warren of this town This is the second year 
Miss Warren has taught this school, she labored under a great 
disadvantage, by not having a suitable place in which to hold 
the sessions of the schools, but her efforts were attended with a 
good degree of success. At the commencement of the spring 
term four of her most advanced were put into the Grammar 
School. ) 

The Spring term of the Primary Department continued ten 
weeks, commencing April 27. Whole number of names on the 
roll 28. Branches taught, Reading, Spelling, Arithmetic and 
Penmanship. The second or Fall term commenced Avg. 31 and 
continued ten weeks. No. on roll 29. The third or Winter - 
term commenced Noy. 23 and continued 9 4-10 weeks. No. on 
roll 28. Whole No. of different scholars in the school during the 

year was 30. Visitors during year 24. 
’ The Grammar Department was under the instruction of Miss 
Hattie K. Parker of this town. Miss Parker had net had any 
previous experience in this school; she has, we think, a very good 
faculty of imparting instruction. : 

The Spring term commenced April 27, and continued ten 
weeks, Whole No. of names on the roll 31. The second term 
commenced Aug. 31 and continued ten weeks. — No on roll 33. 
The third term commenced Noy. 30 and continued 9 4-10 weeks, 
No on roll 34. Visitors during the year 33. Branches taught: 
Reading, Spelling, Penmanship, Arithmetic, Geography, Gram- 
mar, History, Physiology, Algebra, Book-keeping aud Compo- 
sition. 

District No. 8.—The Summer term was taught by Miss Clara 
I. Bassett of Wolfeboro’. The committee was well pleased with 
the appearance of the school at each. visit. The Winter term 
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was under the instruction of Miss Etta Rust of South Wolfeboro’. 
Miss Rust has taught in this district several terms before, and 
met with her usual good success this term. 


District No. 4.—The Summer term was taught by Mrs. An- 
nette L. Piper of Tuftonborough. Mrs. Piper has had great ex- 
perience, and the improvement in the school was good. The 
Fall and Winter terms were taught by Miss L. Maude Cate of 
Wolfeboro’. The school appeared in excellent condition at the 
different visits of the committee. 


Disrrict No. 5.—This district has had two terms of school 
taught by Miss Arietta L. Whitton of Wolfeboro’, The teacher 
was faithful in endeavors to make the school useful. 


District No, 6.—The Summer term was taught by Miss Ab- 
bie Whitton, Fall and Winter terms by Mr. John L. Clow. 
The improvement and order were excellent in each term of school. 
Both of the above named teachers belong to the district. We 
think the committee very fortunate in securing their services. 


District No. 8.—Summer and Fall terms taught by Miss Ht- 
ta Rust of So. Wolfeboro’. Miss R.has taught in this district 
before, and the best of feeling seemed to prevail between scholars 
and teacher. Hence good improvement. Winter term was 
taught by Mr. Geo. W. Tibbetts of Ossipee, witicut any show of 
governing, he maintains discipline, and the scholars seem to think 
the school room is the place for diligent study. 


Disrrict No. 9.—Summer and Fall terms taught by Mr. Ar- 
thur H. Wiggin of Ossipee. This was Mr. Wiggin’s first term 
but gave ample proof of his being well qualified to teach, for the 
order and recitation were excellent. 


District No. 18.—Summer term was taught by Miss Emma J. 
Davis of Wolteborough. Fall term by Miss Villa L. Dixon of 
Elliot, Me,, teacher ; both terms were satisfactory to the commit- 
tee. Winter term was under the instruction of Mr. John F. 
Manson of Ossipee. At the last visit of the commitiee, the schol- 
ars showed their careful training, and had made good advance- 
ment in their studies. 


Disrrict No. 15.—The first two terms were taught by Mrs. 
H. B. Morgan of East Wolfeboro’. This school compared favora- 
bly with others throughout the town. The Winter term was 
taught by Miss Mary S. Wentworth of Wakefield. The scholars 
made good improvement but owing to sickness the attendance 
was not what it otherwise would have been. 
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Disrricr No. 17.—Graded. W.H. Drake, student of Harvard, 
Principal of High School. Mrs. Butler teacher Grammar School. 
Miss Avery teacher Intermediate School. Miss Brown teacher 
Primary School. All the schools are 12 weeks, three terms in a 
year.
